FENTANYL DEATHS 

1,013 

Number of people who 
died from taking an illegal 
version of the painkiller 
fentanyl from early April 
2005 to late March 2007, 
according to a Thursday 
report from the CDC. The 
drug was sold as powder, 
often mixed with cocaine 
or heroin. The worst of the 
outbreak, which was first 
noted in Chicago, seems to 
have ended after authori- 
ties shut down a fentanyl- 
making plant in Mexico.

The amount of money 
Ford Motor Co. lost in the 
second quarter, its worst 
quarterly performance in 
its history. The loss was 
due largely to a sharp 
decline in U.S. truck and 
SUV sales. The company 
said it will retool two more 
North American truck and 
SUV plants to build small, 
fuel-efficient vehicles, 
and it announced plans to 
bring six new small vehi- 
cles to North America from 
Europe by the end of 2012.

In front of 200,000 
people in Berlin, 

Obama urges joint 
effort against terror

BERLIN Before the largest crowd of his campaign, 
Democratic presidential contender Barack 
Obama on Thursday summoned Europeans 
and Americans together to “defeat terror and 
dry up the well of extremism that supports 
it” as surely as they conquered communism a 
generation ago. 

“The walls between old allies on either side 
of the Atlantic cannot stand,” Obama said, 
speaking not far from where the Berlin Wall 
once divided the city 

“The walls between the countries with the 
most and those with the least cannot stand. 
The walls between races and tribes, natives 
and immigrants, Christians and Muslims and 
Jews cannot stand,” he said. 

Obama said he was speaking as a citizen, 
not as a president, but the evening was awash 
in politics. His remarks inevitably invited 
comparison to historic speeches in the same 
city by Presidents John F. Kennedy and Ronald 
Reagan, and he borrowed rhetoric from his 
own appeals to campaign audiences in the likes 
of Berlin, N.H., when he addressed a crowd in 
one of the great cities of Europe. 

“People of Berlin, people of the world, this is 
our moment. This is our time,” he said. 

Obama met earlier in the day with German 
Chancellor Angela Merkel for a discussion that 
ranged across the wars in Iraq and Afghanistan, 
climate change, energy issues and more. 

Obama drew loud applause as he strode 
confidently across a large podium erected at 
the base of the Victory Column in Tiergarten 
Park in the heart of Berlin. 

The crowd spilled away from the Column 
for blocks. Police spokesman Bernhard 
Schodrowski said the speech drew more 
than 200,000 people, more than double the 
estimated 75,000 Obama drew in Oregon this 
spring. 

Obama mentioned Iraq, a war he has

opposed from the start, only in passing. But 
in discussing Afghanistan, he said, “no one 
welcomes war. ... But my country and yours 


have a stake in seeing that NATO’s first 
mission beyond Europe’s borders is a success.” 

He referred repeatedly to the Berlin airlift, 
launched by the Allies 60 years ago when the 
Russians sought to isolate the Western part 
of the city. If they had succeeded, he said, 
communism would have marched across 
Europe. 

“Where the last war had ended, another 
World War could have easily begun,” the 
presidential candidate said. 

Now, he said, the enemy is different but the 
need for an alliance is the same as the world 
stares down terrorism and the extremism that 
supports it. “This threat is real and we cannot 
shrink from our responsibility to combat it,” 
he said.

Bartenders across the city might be pouring too 
liquor in your drinks— so is it a problem or plus?

As the hip-hop infused “Wait a Minute 
(fust a Touch),” from Estelle played in the 
background, bartender Deborah Irvine 
made music with mixology 
Irvine, 24, grasped 
bottles of Ketel One 
and Grey Goose 
vodka, quickly pour- 
ing for customers at 
Streeterville’s airy 
Niu Japanese Fusion 
Lounge, 

Not once in the 30 

minutes that RedEye observed did Irvine 
use a jigger— an hourglass-shaped liquor 
measuring device that she later showed 
RedEye, explaining that the tool was 
reserved for very complicated beverages. 
Instead, the bartender measured how 
long she should pour by counting in her 
head, she said, moving her forearm up and 
down dramatically and rhythmically as she 
poured her potions, 

“It gets to be second nature,” Irvine 
explained of her pouring technique, “"^bu 
know how much you’re giving customers 
without necessarily having to measure it,” 
This method— called free pour— is 
common in Chicago, according to more 
than two dozen bartenders and managers 
from bars, lounges and entertainment ven- 
ues across the city interviewed by RedEye, 
A common execution involves counting 
to three for a pour of approximately i V^- 
ounces of spirits, the standard amount for 
a mixed cocktail. Chaise Lounge bartend- 


er Elizabeth Grotty said, “%uget a feel for 
it,” said Grotty, 23, who works at the Wick- 
er Park lounge as a bartender and a party 
planner, “It’s a timer in your head,” 

But some other local bartenders and bar 
managers who talked to RedEye— includ- 
ing the president of the Illinois chapter 
of the United States Bartenders Guild- 
oppose the free-pouring method, ques- 
tioning its consistency and accuracy 
Their arguments are bolstered by a 
recent study out of California that showed 
bar customers received, on average, more 
than 40 percent larger-than-standard serv- 
ings of liquor in mixed cocktails. 

Though there is no Illinois law regulat- 
ing the amount of a pour, according to an 
official from the Illinois Liquor Control 
Commission, free-pour opponents rec- 
ommend using the jigger for mixed drinks 
because it’s accurate and can limit variabil- 
ity and possible over serving, 

“It’s like having a scale in your hand,” 
said Betty’s Blue Star bar manager Scott 
Chasen, At Betty’s, all bartenders are 
required to use the jigger, which measures 
liquor in i Vz-ounce amounts, “Over-pour- 
ing hurts your inventory, and it can hurt 
your customer if they end up over-served,” 
But some free-pour fans call measur- 
ing devices— including the jigger and an 
automated system that hooks up to liquor 
bottles to ensure that exact amounts are 
poured— a blow to the drinking experi- 
ence that leaves patrons feeling slighted, 
Streeterville’s Jeff Myers told RedEye he 
would rather go to a venue where the bar- 
tender measures mentally, as opposed to 


using a device, 

“I like them to top it off a bit,” Myers, 
27, said of bar staffers, when asked by Red- 
Eye, “Give me a little splash more. I’d tip 
them a few more dollars to do it,” 

Myers’ attitude is a common one among 
bar patrons, according to Drawing Room 
mixologist Charles Joly 
“The jigger does not do well in the Chi- 
cago market,” said Joly who also is execu- 
tive general manager for Three-Headed 
Productions venues including Evil Olive, 
The Gold Coast-based Drawing Room 
uses jiggers for specialty concoctions, the 
32-year-old Joly said, but in the adjoining 
Le Passage bar staffers free-pour, “If you 
use jiggers with regular drinks, customers 
often feel you are being cheap or that you 
are monitoring what they’re drinking,” 
Not true, said Bridget Albert, president 
of the Illinois chapter of the United States 
Bartenders Guild, 

Albert said the jigger is key to a new 
trend of high-end, fresh ingredient-heavy 
cocktails, 

“It is expected that a professional bartend- 
er would use one,” Albert said, “It is the only 
way to keep your cocktails consistent,” 
Measuring also keeps bars from going 
broke, Betty’s Blue Star’s Chasen said, 
“Bartenders who use free pouring are 
over pouring,” Chasen said, “It doesn’t 
make sense. If you order a half-pound 
burger, that’s what you should get. If you 
buy a pair of jeans at The Gap, you don’t 
get one pair free unless there is a sale. Why 
should it be any different with alcohol?”

It would be silly for the state to 
regulate the size of beverages — 
including beer, wines and shots — 
served at local bars and lounges, 
Landmark Grill man- 
ager Corey Polkow told 
RedEye. Even sillier, 

Polkow said, would be 
an effort to legally enforce 
how much liquor goes into 
mixed drinks. 

“If they did that, they’d 
have to ban the Long Island 
iced tea,” Polkow, 31, said, 
“That thing’s got vodka, gin, 
rum and tequila ... how would 
they count it?” 

Good news for Polkow and 
others, including bartenders, 
who talked to RedEye about 
preserving pouring freedom 
behind the bar. 

There is no Illinois law reg- 
ulating the amounts of liquor 
served at bars, clubs and res- 
taurants, an Illinois Liquor 


Control Commission official told 
RedEye, Local and state authori- 
ties typically only get involved if a 
bar patron complains about con- 
sistent over-serving or if alcohol- 
related incidents occur at a 
particular venue, the com- 
mission’s chief 
legal counsel 
Rick Haymaker 
said. 

But alcohol- 
related promo- 
tions are on the 
commission’s 
radar screen. The 


organization forbids venues from 
discounting alcoholic beverages 
during specific hours of the day or 
from offering drinks for free, 

‘Any price that is charged for a 
beverage has to be consistent the 
entire day from open until close,” 
Haymaker said, adding that fines 
for advertising and holding such 
events can cost violators $300 per 
violation. Newspaper ads, flyers 
and signs are often the clues inves- 
tigators use. Haymaker said, 

“We don’t want patrons over- 
doing it thinking, ‘I have to get 
in all this drinking within this 
time window’ ” 

It’s part of the Happy Hour 
Law that went into effect in 
1989, Haymaker said, adding 
that the law also prohibits two- 
for-one alcoholic beverage deals 
or free drinks for ladies or other 
targeted customers, 

“Those encourage over- 
doing it, and we can’t have 
any of that,” Haymaker said,

Super-sizing your drinks 


\hriation in the drinks you order 
may not be limited to the amount of 
liquor in your mixed drinks. 

According to the California- 
based Alcohol Research Group, 
venues also potir generous portions 
ofbeer and wine. 

The group came to this conclu- 
sion following a study on serving 
sizes conducted at Northern Cali- 
fornia venues between March and 
May 2007, 

The findings are set for publi- 
cation in the print version of the 
journal of Alcoholism: Clinical & 
Experimental Research in Septem- 
ber, The study found that mixed 
drinks contained 40 percent more 
liquor than standard serving of 1V2 
ounces. It also showed that wine 
and beer servings were, on average, 
more than 20 percent larger than 
the standard sizes recommended by 
the National Institute on Alcohol 
Abuse and Alcoholism, 

Specifically, the average glass

of wine exceeded the standard 
amount of approximately 5 ounc- 
es by 43 percent, according to Bill 
Kerr, Alcohol Research Group 
senior scientist and lead author of 
the study. The average draft beer 
was 22 percent larger than the 12- 
ounce standard serving, Kerr said. 
Though California law does not 


restrict alcoholic beverage sizes, 
Kerr said he hoped the findings 
would influence bartenders to be 
more prudent with their pours, 

“We were surprised by the find- 
ings,” Kerr told RedEye during a 
phone interview from the group’s 
Emeryville, Calif -based office, Kerr 
said researchers went out in teams 
of three and four to test 80 venues, 
“We know that consumers gener- 
ally want larger pours, but we didn’t 
know that bars were providing that, 
and to this degree,” 

And though the research was 
conducted in a limited geographical 
area, the results have wider implica- 
tions in society Kerr said, 

“It shows that people might not 
be aware of what they are really 
ordering,” Kerr said, hope this 
will encourage places to say what 
the pour size is, particularly with 
beer. That’s how consumers could 
be able to make an informed deci- 
sion,” [k.k.]

Man killed after 
discussing loan in 
South Austin, wife says

Their love affair had gone on since ele- 
mentary school. They had children togeth- 
er and eventually got married. 

Michael Guyton had visited the area of 
Cicero Avenue and Hubbard Street in Chi- 
cago on Wednesday night with his wife, 
Staria Campbell, to meet a close friend of 
hers for whom she had co-signed a car loan. 

While in South Austin on the West Side, 
Guyton, 27, who had four children with 
his wife of three years, was fatally shot. 
Police responded to the shooting, which 
occurred about ii p.m. in the 4900 block 
of West Hubbard, and found Guyton with 
multiple gunshot wounds. 

“This doesn’t make any sense. This was 
about a car that I put in my name. And 
now Michael is dead,” Campbell, 27, said 
Thursday 

Campbell said her husband went with 
her to meet the person with whom she 
had co-signed for loan payments on a 1999 
Lincoln Town Car. She said the person 
defaulted on the loan agreement, and the 
company that authorized the loan threat- 
ened to garnish Campbell’s check. 


She said she and her husband went to 
talk about the situation with Campbell’s 
friend, who didn’t have money to give 
them. 

Guyton and Campbell also learned that 
the car had been shot up. At that point, 
Campbell said, Guyton told her to go to his 
grandmother’s house, located nearby 

When Campbell returned to the scene 
to meet her husband about 15 to 20 min- 
utes later, she found him shot and lying on 
the ground. He was pronounced dead at 
11:25 p Wednesday in Stroger Hospital, 
according to the Cook County medical 
examiner’s office. 

Campbell said the two met when they 
were students at Nash Elementary School 
on the West Side and had been togeth- 
er since. Their four children range in age 
from 2 to 10, she said. 

Her husband was out of work; she 
worked at an auto parts store, Campbell 
said. The couple’s West Side neighbors 
described Guyton as a good father, saying 
he would always be on the porch barbecu- 
ing with his children and watching them 
play outside. 

Campbell said Guyton “was a loving 
man and a good father.” 

“Life is going to be harder now,” she 
said. “I have to explain to my kids what 
happened. How do you do that?” 


MORE VIOLENCE ON WEST SIDE 

Michael Guyton was one of three peo- 
ple fatally shot in South Austin overnight 
Wednesday. There were no indications 
that any of the shoot- 
ings were related. 

About an hour 
after Guyton was 
shot and less than a 
mile north, gunfire 
broke out in the 800 
block of North Lorel 
Avenue, leaving 
three men in a vehicle wounded. 

One of the men, Gregory Jones, 23, was 
taken to Stroger Hospital, where he was 
pronounced dead. Officer John Henry, a 
police spokesman, said the other two men, 
both 19, were hit in their backs and were 
being treated at hospitals Thursday. 

“No one is in custody, and the circum- 
stances surrounding the incident are 
under investigation,” Henry said. 

A short time later and several blocks to the 
east of the Lorel shooting, a Bellwood man 
was found slain in a car in the 700 block 
of North Central Avenue, authorities said. 
Authorities were not releasing the 23-year- 
old’s name while police try to notify family 
members of his death, [tribune ] 
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O’Hare still 2nd busiest 

Both O’Hare and Midway showed 
sharp drops in the number of flights 
during the first six months of 2008, 
the Federal Aviation Administration 
said Thursday.

An operator of a Cicero gas station 
called police Tuesday after finding 
that two men had climbed the roof 
of the business to cover up a credit 
card transmission antenna with foil, 
apparently to block the signal, a police 
report said. Police have not made any 
arrests or identified the offenders. 


Mobster dies 

Frank “the German” Schweihs, a 
reputed Chicago Outfit enforcer 
once described as one of the most 
feared men in 
the city, died 
Wednesday in a 
North Side hos- 
pital after being 
transferred from 
jail, where he 
was awaiting 
trial. Schweihs, 

78, was cancer-stricken and too ill to 
face charges in last year’s landmark 
Family Secrets case.

Cops sued 

A paralyzed man sued the city of Chi- 
cago and seven policemen Thursday, 
claiming they dragged him from a car 
and beat him unconscious when he 
was too slow to obey an order to get 
out. Daniel Casares charged that the 
seven officers engaged in excessive 
use of force and battery. 


CTA worker injured 

A CTA worker was seriously injured 
Thursday when she apparently touched 
the electrified third rail while working 
near the Belmont station on Chicago’s 
North Side, authorities said. The wom- 
an was flagging Red and Brown Line 
trains moving through a construction 
area about II a.m. when the accident 
occurred, said CTA spokeswoman 
Katelyn Thrall.

Scientology protest slated for Saturday

With their dark suits, leering masks and signs 
warning of what they call the “cult” of Scientology, 
the protest group Anonymous may startle a few vis- 
itors to Millennium Park on Saturday, 

But that’s what the participants are hoping for, 
“Outfits and the outrageous help get people’s 
attention,” said Eric Szuiczewski of Clarendon 
Hills, one of a few members of Anonymous willing 
to give his name. 

An Internet-based group that claims more than 
10,000 members worldwide. Anonymous has 
assembled in the downtown park four times to crit- 
icize the Church of Scientology, The church has 
called it a cyber-terrorist organization, and mem- 
bers have been known to show up and monitor the 
protests. 

Once they have peoples’ attention, Szuiczewski 


said. Anonymous delivers its message: that Scien- 
tology exploits its followers and encourages harm to 
outsiders. Scientologists counter that Anonymous 
is ignorant about their religion and has committed 
serious crimes against their church and others. 

On Saturday in Millennium Park, Anonymous is 
planning its first Midwestern regional protest from 
II a,m, to 4p,m, 

Controversy has long surrounded Scientology 
Since the church was founded in 1954, it has come 
under scrutiny by several national governments as 
well as the media, 

Scientology, which now claims over 10 million 
followers, teaches that man can improve his life 
through the study of himself and his fellows, as 
well as by undergoing counseling sessions known as 
“auditing,” said church spokesman Tommy Davis,

Civil rights groups want consent searches banned 


AND IN THE CAR ... 

Some suburban police departments 
are reporting an increase in car bur- 
glaries. Here are some tips that could 
prevent you from becoming a victim. 

» Lock your car. 

» Keep car windows closed. 

» Keep all items, not just valuables, 
out of sight or in the trunk. 

» Do not leave even the dock for a 
GPS system or satellite radio in view. 
» Buy a car alarm or fake alarm light. 
» Keep your garage door closed. 

» Form a neighborhood watch group. 
» Bring in your mail and newspapers 
every day, mow your yard in the sum- 
mer, shovel your walks in the winter, 
and keep a light on in your home so 
car burglars don’t think you’re away. 


Civil rights groups on Thursday asked 
Gov, Blagojevich to bar state police from 
conducting consent searches during traf- 
fic stops, citing four years of data that 
show minorities are searched more often 
than whites. 

In 2007, minorities underwent consent 
searches —when police ask drivers for per- 
mission to look in their vehicles —at a rate 
2 Vz times that of white drivers, according 
to an analysis of data reported by police 
agencies throughout the state. Contra- 
band, such as drugs or guns, was discov- 
ered almost twice as often among white 
drivers as among minorities, 

“You’re talking about hundreds and 
hundreds of black and Latino drivers 


being subjected to consent searches,” 
said Harvey Grossman, legal director for 
the American Civil Liberties Union of 
Illinois, part of an eight-member coali- 
tion of civil rights groups asking for a halt 
to such searches, “We’re hopeful the gov- 
ernor will get rid of them,” 

Blagojevich’s office and the Illinois State 
Police said Thursday they haven’t seen 
the coalition’s request and didn’t have an 
immediate response. 

The Illinois Department of Transpor- 
tation has collected the data from police 
agencies since Jan, i, 2004, under a state 
law aimed at identifying racial bias in traf- 
fic stops. The state also created a Racial 
Profiling Prevention and Data Oversight 


CONSENT STATS 

Consent searches made up less than 
I percent of all traffic stops in 2007, 
according to the analysis, completed 
by Northwestern University’s Center 
for Public Safety. The study analyzed 
2.4 million traffic stops reported 
by 939 police agencies statewide. 
Minority drivers were 10 percent 
more likely to be stopped on Illinois 
roads than white drivers, according 
to the 2007 data, but that figure is at 
its lowest level since 2004.

I-GO and Zipcar will soon expand their 
services near public transportation. The 
CTA board voted last week to lease 45 park- 
ing spaces to I-GO and Zipcar starting in 
September. Users of these car-sharing com- 
panies will be able to pick up a car at 20 
CTA sites by June 2009. These spaces cur- 
rently are designated for the CTA’s Under 
“E’ Parking program or daily and hourly 
parking at the CTA Park & Ride lots, said 
CTA spokeswoman Catherine Hosinski.

Campaign support from the grave? 


Should the votes of dead people be 
counted? 

If you vote by mail, but die before Elec- 
tion Day, does your vote count? It depends 
on where you lived. 

Increasingly popular mail-in ballots mean 
voters can now choose candidates up to 6 o 
days before an election, raising new ques- 
tions about an age-old phenomenon nor- 
mally associated with chicanery in places 
like Chicago: What should be done with 
the ballots of the recently dead? 


STATE SAMPLE 

Oregon counts ballots no matter what 
happens to the voter. So does Florida. 
But in South Dakota, if you die before 
the election, so does your vote. 


Laws in at least a dozen states are even- 
ly split between tallying and dumping the 
votes. No one keeps records on how often 
such deaths occur. 


Yet in this year’s contentious campaign, 
the right of every American to a counted 
ballot has become a rallying cry— even if 
the voter dies before the tallying starts. 

There are no military standards govern- 
ing voting by soldiers. Rather, their mailed- 
in ballots are counted at the individual elec- 
tion districts where they are registered to 
vote. But like civilian votes, no one keeps 
track of whether the ballots of soldiers are 
thrown out because they died after casting 
them.

BAGHDAD Iraqi athletes have been 
banned from competing in the 
Olympics in Beijing because of a squabble 
between the Iraqi government and the 
International Olympic Committee, making 
Iraq one of the few countries to be barred 
from the games. 

The dispute began when the government 
of Prime Minister Nouri al-Maliki disbanded 
the Iraqi Olympic Committee in May, 
accusing its members of corruption and 
winning their seats through rigged elections.

Would-be Cubs buyers 
jockey for position

Get out your pencils and score cards. 

Since Tribune Co. narrowed down the 
field of would-be buyers for the Cubs earlier 
this week, the jockeying among prospective 
buyers has begun as they search for the right 
combination of money and partners to sat- 
isfy the Tribune and Major League Baseball 
owners who must approve new ownership. 

The people who have made the cut are 
fielding calls from the people who are out. 
In one instance, Tribune, which also owns 
the Chicago Tribune and RedEye, has 
encouraged two would-be buyers to team 
up to buy the Cubs, a source familiar with 
the process said Thursday 

Tribune Co. has approached Sports 
Properties Acquisition, a publicly traded 
company set up for the purpose of buying 
a sports team, to consider joining a group 
led by Michael Tokarz, an Illinois native 
who is chairman of MVC Capital, said 
the source, who asked not to be identified 
because the sales process is ongoing. 

If the parties combine, they would join 
Mark Cuban, the owner of the NBAs Dal- 
las Mavericks, and Chicago businessman 
Thomas Ricketts, whose family founded 
Ameritrade, as bidders who have made it 
to the second round of the Cubs auction. 

Ten potential buyers approved by MLB 


received preliminary financial information 
on the Cubs, Wrigley Field and Tribune’s 
interest in Comcast SportsNet Chicago. 
Tribune has invited five to continue in the 
sales process. Cubs Chairman Crane Ken- 
ney said Thursday, but it has not identified 
any of the interested parties. 

Additionally three bids for Wrigley 
Field alone have been deemed credible 
enough to consider further merit. A com- 
pany spokesman declined to comment. 

Those bidders invited to continue in the 
process, and given access to more detailed 
financial information, indicated their val- 
uation of the Cubs and related properties 
could reach at least $i billion, sources said. 

“The remaining bidders are going to get 


access to some confidential information we 
put together in a data room,” Kenney said. 
‘After that, they’ll get management presen- 
tations from our team and our whole group. 
Then they’ll submit final bids. I’m guessing, 
right around the time the playoffs start. 

“The bankers will walk through the final 
bids, and likely have something to submit to 
MLB at the owners meetings in November.” 

Sports Properties presents one of the 
more unusual ownership opportunities. 
It has no operations but is sitting on $216 
million that it raised in January in an initial 
public offering. Its stock trades under the 
ticker symbol HMR. 

The company also sports a powerful list 
of executives that includes baseball legend 


Henry Aaron, Jack Kemp, the former pro- 
fessional quarterback and congressman, 
and Tony Tavares, the former president of 
the Washington Nationals. Vice Chairman 
Andrew Murstein, who is president of a 
New York-based investment fund, led the 
effort to put together the company 

Tribune liked the company’s baseball 
connections, but it was outbid by Tokarz, 
the source said. Tokarz’ group of inves- 
tors includes Fred Malek, a politically con- 
nected Washington venture capitalist who 
once co-owned the Texas Rangers with 
President Bush. 

Murstein declined to comment on the 
Cubs. Tokarz could not be reached for 
comment.

The Cubs will continue to go with a bullpen that’s one 
man short, though Hendry confirmed that former Notre 
Dame star Jeff Samardzija will possibly be called up from 
Tfiple-A Iowa on Friday to make his major-league debut. 

As for Wood, the Cubs insist the blister is not a big deal. 
But the loss of your closer for over two weeks is always a 
concern, especially when his name is Kerry Wood. Wood 
has not pitched in a game since July ii. 

Hendry said a visit to a hand specialist by Wood discov- 
ered no irregularities in the hand. 

“It’s just a real bad case of the blister has taken a long, long 
time to heal,” he said.

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Kinsella’s 

Emo pioneer 
re-energized 
on his latest, 

‘Boo Human’

Tim Kinsella is permanently saddled 
with the burden of being one of the guys 
who allegedly “invented” the sub-genre 
of punk known as emo. He once was in 
a band, Cap’n Jazz, that he 
formed with his brother 
Mike while they were teens. 

The band's brand of skewed 
punk won them a following 
that has expanded since the 
group broke up in 1995, 

While vestiges of his Cap'n 
Jazz legacy flit through his 
work with the band Joan of Arc, Kinsella 
has become less easily pigeonholed. His 
knotty music and enigmatic lyrics are not 
designed for “easy” listening. 

But with Joan of Arc's latest, “Boo 
Human,” Kinsella and his accomplices have 
made their most accessible album: a loose 
and intimate display in which even the off- 
kilter harmonics and rhythms coalesce into 
frequendy lovely songs, and the lyrics are 
more direct than ever, A bit more emo, in a 
sense, but much better in every way— more 
nuanced, subder and funnier, 

“It's an exception to how I generally 
work,” Kinsella says of the new album, “It's 
always meant a lot to me to have these very 


open narratives. People would respond that 
they found that pretentious or alienating, 
but I always meant it as a gesture of generos- 
ity „ , But with ‘Boo Human,' I was at a place 
personally where I was ready to make an 
indulgent, subjective record, 
‘Sorry, everyone, but this one is 
about me. It's not for you,' ” 
That directness stems from 
a tumultuous couple of years 
in KinseUa's life. He briefly 
detoured from music to make 
a low-budget, independent 
movie, “The Orchard Vale,” 
with his wife, 

“It was pretty thrilling,” he says of mov- 
iemaking, but it cost him his marriage, 
“That's the only part I regret about it,” 
he says, “It created a lot of tension, I was 
aware of that possibility, because with any 
collaboration there is conflict, ,,, There 
were months with my wife where one of 
us would wake up and the first thing out of 
their mouth would be, ‘Scene 47 should be 
shortened, and we can go right into scene 
52 from there,' And we'd begin the day 
talking to each other like that,” 

Images brimming with pain, anger and 
regret animate “Boo Human,” but the fre- 
quently entrancing music also acts as a

balm. Besides the Joan of Arc touring band, 
a dozen musician-friends contributed, 

“I have the greatest life ever: I bartend two 
nights a week, and I have the rest of the time 
to work on my music,” Kinsella says, “It's the 
process of making stuff that I'm really excit- 
ed about, I don't understand the ends,” 

The process of making “Boo Human” 
was so energizing that he's in the midst of 
making another Joan of Arc record, which 


he hopes to have out in late fall. By then, 
Kinsella will have embarked on his next 
creative journey: a master's degree pro- 
gram in writing at the Art Institute, 

Why the new challenge? Kinsella pimc- 
tuates his response with a chuckle (and, for 
all you indie-rock nerds out there, a quote 
from an old %ung Marble Giants song): “I 
hope to prove to my ex-wife that I can get 
‘credit in the straight world' if I want to,” 


Is Girl Talk hiding from the law online?

Conflicts over copyrights are common- 
place on the Internet, But can the Web 
also be a sanctuary from the law? 

The laptop DJ Gregg Gillis, who per- 
forms under the name Girl Talk, hopes so. 
He recendy released his fourth album, “Feed 
the Animals,” online in the pay-what-you- 
want style that Radiohead popularized. 

The album is almost custom-made for 
lawsuits. It was made entirely with sam- 
ples, a mishmash of more than 200 artists, 
from Roy Orbison to Lil' Wayne, 

One song, “Still Here,” includes Aretha 
Franklin, Michael Jackson, Radiohead, 
Ace of Base, Fergie, Kenny Loggins, Cat 
Stevens, 50 Cent— and that's not even half 
of the song's samples, 

Gillis did not invent the mash-up, and 
he's far from the first to profit on the gim-

mick of combining music that doesn't nor- 
mally mesh. But he may have taken things 
as far as they go, jumping from sample to 
sample nearly every few seconds. 

The download site for the album, which 
the fittingly named label Illegal Art plans 
to eventually release in a physical version, 
makes it clear that listeners have the right 
to share and remix the album. 

But what about Girl Talk? Does Gillis 


have the rights to his samples? No, of course 
he doesn't, Gillis, 26, has done this before. 
His last album, “Night Ripper,” was a simi- 
larly sample-mad affair that raised his pro- 
file-making the threat of legal recourse on 
“Feed the Animals” more likely 

By releasing the album online and mak- 
ing payment unnecessary Gillis and Illegal 
Art are hoping to weaken the enticement 
of copyright infringement lawsuits. If they 
obviously made a lot of money, the suits 
surely would follow 

Their ultimate defense is that Gillis has 
made this music his own— that no song 
is based much on any sample. Whether a 
judge would see it that way for Girl Talk 
hasn't yet been tested. 

In the meantime, Gillis hopes that 
online his music spreads far, just not as far 
as a courtroom.

Photos to browse. Videos to watch. Time to burn. 
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went from anonymous 
to iconic on 'X Files’

One year went by Then two, three, four. 

Finally, almost six years after they 
wrapped, Gillian Anderson found herself 
sitting in a room again with David Ducho- 
vny and “X-Files” creator Chris Carter. 

“It was quite a monumental event,” 
Anderson says of the first time they gath- 
ered to read through the script of the 
second movie, “The X-Files: I Want to 
Believe,” which opens Friday 

“On the one hand, it felt incredibly famil- 
iar and kind of melancholy and sweet and 
wistful in some way And on the other hand, 
it felt strange and awkward and like I was an 
impostor somehow on this other world.” 


It was the world Anderson inhabited 
for most of her young adult life. She land- 
ed the role of FBI Agent Dana Scully on 
the cult sci-fi series when she was just 24 
and spent nearly a decade chasing aliens 
through the snowdrifts of Vancouver, 
where it was shot. 

Last week, after flying to L. A. from Lon- 
don— the city that’s been her home for the 


past five years — the 39 -year old actress hap- 
pened upon “a table full of giggly 20 -some- 
thing girls drinking and talking nonstop.” 

“When I think to myself, ‘Where was I 
then?’ I forget that I ended up skipping a 
huge chunk of that period because I was 
working,” she says. “I was very myopic 
during the series ... but I don’t regret it in 
anyway” 


Agent Scully was a role that propelled 
her from anonymous to iconic and left a 
mark she never could have imagined at the 
outset. 

Career-wise too, Scully seemed fastened 
to Anderson after the series ended. She 
recalls fearing that she’d be offered only 
roles that were Scully-like. Instead, it was 
perhaps worse— “people just had a hard 
time seeing where Scully would fit into their 
films,” she says. “They couldn’t make the 
leap to it being Gillian and not Scully and 
that I might be able to do other things.” 

Eventually, some directors did take the 
risk, casting Anderson in several London 
stage productions, a BBC adaptation of 
“Bleak House” and the feature film “The 
Last King of Scotland.” She also moved to 
London, had a second child and became 
pregnant with a third. (She is due in October. 
It will be her second baby with boyfriend 
Mark Griffiths. She is twice divorced.) 

Even if the film does reinforce her per- 
ceived union with Scully, the trade off is 
worth it, she says. 

“I wasn’t gonna let this experience of 
this reunion pass by because that might be 
the case,” she says, adding, “I don’t think 
that will happen. I’ve done enough stuff 
already and ... have things scheduled for 
the future that are different, so I don’t 
think that will be an issue.”

Kill-A-Watt spots energy hogs 

While your electric bills climb with 
the summer heat, it’s a good idea to 
inspect your electronics for possible 
energy savings. 

The best way to do so is to use a pow- 
er meter, such as P3’s Kill-A-Watt, to 
spot the energy hogs. These devices sell 
for $20 to $30 in stores, and some local 
libraries also loan them out. 

If you don’t have a power meter handy, 
you can start to cut your power bill sim- 
ply by identifying the oldest devices in 
your house. Most TVs, VCRs and ste- 
reos predating this decade draw a few 
watts of current even when turned off; 
unplugging them when not in use should 
immediately chisel away at your electri- 
cal consumption.

Click right for options 

Some of the most useful commands 
and options in a program may be wait- 
ing in menus that only appear if you click 
your mouse’s right button— or, on Macs 
with single-button mice, if you hold 
down the Ctrl key and click. 

These right-click menus usually group 
commands related to whatever lies 
underneath them. For example, right- 
clicking on a program’s shortcut in the 
Windows Start menu will let you rename 
it or “pin” it to the top of this menu. 
(Some misguided or malevolent devel- 
opers take this practice too far by mak- 
ing commands accessible only through 
right-click menus.) 

So, if you’re sure the software you’re 
using ought to have a feature, but you can’t 
find it in the usual menus and toolbars, try 
right-clicking and see what pops up. 


Ringing in a new tone 

If you don’t learn how to use any other 
feature on your new cell phone, please 
take a few minutes to figure out how to 
change its ringtone. 

On one hand, you’ll relieve co-work- 
ers, family mem- 
bers and friends 
from having to 
hear the default 
ringtone, which 
too often is the 
single most annoy- 
ing one on the 
phone. On the 
other hand, you won’t be confused when 
somebody else’s phone goes off 

On almost all phones, you can switch 
ringtones by navigating to the prefer- 
ences, options or settings screen, then 
choosing the right category (usually 
named something like “sounds” if not 
the even more obvious “ringtones”). 

Since choosing a new ringtone usu- 
ally involves first playing a lot that you 
won’t like, save this work for when you’re 
alone.

When you first took your 
clothes off, what sur- 
prised you the most? 

After the first few min- 
utes, I wasn’t scared. I 
was exhilarated. I was 
a graduate student and 
until then my life was 
very safe. But I was 
becoming something new 
and exciting. It felt great. 


You say disrobing made 
your reporting career 
possible. How so? 

It gave me the courage to 
take risks in other areas 
of my life— and one of 
those risks was to go into 
journalism. I came from a 
family that stressed mak- 
ing safe choices. Gradu- 
ate school was a fallback 
plan, but that’s not where 
my heart was. Stripping 
was like breaking out of 
ajail. 


How much did you make 
stripping on a good night? 

We got paid $40 or $50 
for showing up. We’d 
work three or four hours 
and I’d walkout with 
$100. 1 was fine with that. 
We didn’t really do lap 
dances where we’d make 
a whole ton of money. 


Was there something 
about stripping that you 
found ultimately thrilling? 

I’m not a thrill seeker. I 
don’t like roller coasters. 

I recently got mad at my 
mom when she made me 
go on a flume ride. When 
people ask me what’s the 
message of the book, it’s 
not to go out stripping. It’s 
to find the courage to pur- 
sue your dreams: to see 
the crazy and great things 
that can happen when 
you try something you’re 
scared to do in this life. 


Teaching is like being 
onstage. Any parallels 
you see? 

As a stripper, you are 
playing a fantasy role to 
get money out of custom- 
ers. But when I teach. I’m 
much more myself and 
trying to help students 
live up to their potential. I 
don’t feel like a perform- 
er. I like it to be a conver- 
sation among writers. 


Whafsthe next big 
gamble? 

It’s moving to Chicago. I 
loved my last job [teach- 
ing at Dartmouth]; I loved 
where I was living. But at 
NIU, they’re very interest- 
ed in new ideas. Plus I’ve 
seen how taking risks can 
pay off in a big way. So I 
owe it to myself to take 
this risk and see what it 
might bring.

Seymour, who 
starts teaching jour- 
nalism at Northern 
Illinois University in 
DeKalb this fall, has a 
new memoir, ‘All I Could 
Bare,” about life in a G- 
string. During a recent 
apartment-hunting trip to 
Chicago, the 39 -year-old 
discussed the connections 
between writing aspira- 
tions and onstage gyra- 
tions: 


How did you go from grad 
student to stripper? 

It’s complicated. One of 
the first gay bars I ever 
went to was a strip club, 
and it was great; I could 
express my desire for 
guys and not get my butt 
kicked. I ended up study- 
ing them as part of my 
graduate school experi- 
ence [his doctorate is 
in American studies] at 
the University of Mary- 
land— interviewing danc- 
ers and patrons— and I 
had a dancer tell me, “If 
you’re so interested in 
this, why don’t you strip?” 
So I decided to try it. I had 
never been interested 
in it before. But maybe I 
wanted to do it all along.

Let’s twist again like we did last summer! 

“Mad Men” fans remember how things 
were really hummin’ last summer, the first 
for that glorious drama series set in the Man- 
hattan advertising world of i960. There were 
lots of twists at the Sterling Cooper agen- 
cy— if you’ve seen it, you know what we’re 
talking about. 

“Mad Men” returns at 9 p.m. Sunday on 
cable’s AMC. Now it’s February 1962, and 
as the season premiere gets going. Chubby 
Checker proclaims “twistin’ time is here.” 

Here’s an interesting twist: “Mad Men” is 
being welcomed back with a whirlwind of 
attention that was topped off last week when 
it earned 16 Emmy nominations, including 
those for best series and for star Jon Hamm. 

It’s a saga unfolding nearly a half-cen- 
tury ago, with a genre-busting absence of 
doctors, lawyers, cops or superheroes. And 
yet “Mad Men” seems game to become a 
mainstream hit. 

“It’s not really ‘an advertising show,’ ” 
says Hamm, already a Golden Globe win- 
ner for his performance as Draper, the 
agency’s creative sage. “It’s a show about 
this guy and the problems he has in his 
relationships, his job, his life and his past— 
which are problems everybody has.” 

As envisioned by series mastermind 
Matthew Weiner, it’s also about secrets, 
big and little, in the modern world— 
like the WASP patriarchy Draper occu- 
pies with his fellow “Mad Men” denizens 
(played by a strong cast that includes John 
Slattery, Elisabeth Moss, Vincent Kart- 
heiser, Christina Hendricks, JanuaryJones 


and Robert Morse). 

“The role was a perfect fit,” says Hamm, 
who, at 37, lends Draper the authority of 
someone significantly older than his years. 
“I don’t know why it is: I looked old when 
I was 16!” 

Not surprisingly, when he arrived in L.A. 
in his early 20s, he couldn’t snag the teen 
roles other actors his age were snapping up. 

He was cast in “The Division,” a cop 
show, episodes of “Providence,” “The 
Unit” and “What About Brian,” and 
the film “We Were Soldiers,” as well as 
appearing in two films written by and 
starring his longtime girlfriend, Jenni- 
fer Westfeldt: “Kissing Jessica Stein” and 
“Ira&Abby.” 

As Draper, he says, “I guess I caught up 
to my aspect, a persona I could naturally 
play It was easy for me. And since I was 


relatively unknown and didn’t come with a 
ready-made identity, it was easy for people 
to see me as a guy who’s mysterious — an 
unknown quantity” 

Hamm thinks it’s “incredibly fun to play 
a guy who has a lot of secrets,” while not 
always knowing what those secrets are. 

“Matt talks about keeping things secret, 
even from the cast until each script is ready” 
says Hamm, chuckling at Vainer’s not-infre- 
quent lapses. “He’s the WORST secret- 
keeper— all he wants to do is tell you about 
the secrets he wants you not to know about. 
So I knew quite a few things about where the 
first season was going. And it does help. 

“This season started with the same 
promises of T’m NOT gonna tell you any- 
thing,’ and then, of course, two weeks in, 
you hear: T have this great idea! Let me tell 
you about it!’ ”
